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SIERRA MADRE 
GAINS BY NEW 
FREIGHT RATE 


N<-‘\vs of the joint freight rate ar¬ 
ranged by the Pacific Licetric and the 
steam railroads was published in the 
News recently and the effect of the 
new arrangement is now shown. Un 
der it transcontinental freight will be 
delivered in Sierra Madre by the Pacific 
Electric at the old rate charged from 
the east to Los Angeles. The Pacific 
Electric will haul freight to and Sierra 
Madre on the basis of the old Los An¬ 
geles terminal rate. 

Advance copies of the new freight 
tariffs issued by the transcontinental 
freight bureau of Chicago, which for the 
lirst time embrace the Pacific Electric 
railroad together with the steam rail 
ways in cross country rates on freight, 
show that many thousand dollars will 
be saved this winter to shippers of 
citrus fruit and vegetables in Southern 
California. 

I liese eastbound and westbound 
freight tariffs arc to take effect as fol¬ 
lows : The eastbound rates on citrus 
shipments, December i; tile west-bound 
on all sorts of freight, January t ; the 
eastbound on all shipments other than 
citrus fruit, January I. I his is the ar¬ 
rangement by which the Pacific Electric 
local rates to Los Angeles on many 
classes of freight will be no longer 
added to the transcontinental roads' 
rates as at present and by which the 
shippers will save the local haul's cost 
m forwarding to market their produce. 

Suburban Rates Much Less 

For example, the westbound rate on 
household goods from eastern points to 
Los Angeles terminal is now $2.55 per 
hundred pounds. To Sierra Madre from 
Los Angeles the, rate is g cents a hun¬ 
dred. 1 his brings the total cost of ship¬ 
ping to Sierra Madre up to $2.64 at 
present. Under tile new rate the g cents 
for the Pacific Electric haul will be 
eliminated and the rate will be simply 
$2.55 per hundred from the eastern 
shipping point to Sierra Madre. 1 he 
rate carries according, to the distance 
lrom Los Angeles which i- the central 
basing point. 

Shippers who arc now enjoying termi¬ 
nal rates will of course not be benefited 
by the new arrangement except that the 
entrance of a new transcontinental car¬ 
rier into the field means more competi¬ 
tion than hitherto. Shippers living off 
the lines of the steam roads and de¬ 
pendent on the Pacific Electric or long 
wagon hauls to the steam roads will 
derive a direct benefit by not having l<> 
pay the local charge of the Pacific Idee 
trie to the Los Angeles terminal, ac¬ 
cording to freight traffic officials.

State Board of Education Set- Initiative Petitions Have in 
ties Doubtful Points for View Simpler, System of 


STORM WATER IS PROPOSED 


School Teachers 

The State Board of Education, sitting 
as a Retirement Salary Fund Board at 
Sacramento last week, discussed at 
length and decided the various uncertain 
points in the so-called Teachers’ Pension 
Law. A circular covering the whole 
situation has been printed and is now 
being distributed to the teachers of the 
state through the various county super 
intendi ills of schools. The following 
points in the circular are of general in¬ 
terest ; 

(1) A teacher may receive a retire¬ 
ment salary of $500 per annum upon 
furnishing legal proof of having taught 
in the public schools for thirty school 
years and of having paid lo the state 
one dollar per month for the whole 
period. No year shall be counted unless 
it includes at least six months actual 
teaching. 

(2) A teacher who retired from the 
profession more than two years ago is 
not eligible. 

(3) Fifteen of the thirty years teach¬ 
ing must be done in California. 

(4) Experience gained in private 
schools, Indian schools, normal schools 
of other states, federal schools, etc., 
may not be counted in the thirty years 
required for retirement. Only teaching 
done in public schools, under legal certi¬ 
fication, or in California state normal 
schools, will be accepted. 

(5) Teachers under employment when 
the law was approved last June must 
file notice of intention to accept and be 
bound bv the provisions of the law, 
before January t, 1914, or be forever 
barred. 

Teachers of the state are said to be 
very generally assuming the burden of 
paying this one dollar per month to 
the Retirement Fund. Copies of the 
■■ircular may he had of the County Su¬ 
perintendent by those interested in the 
details.

Land Titles 

Amendment of the Torrens land title 
law, so as to make it easily workable, 
is the object of initiative petitions now- 
in circulation. That the voters of the 
state will pass favorable upon the pro- 
| posal there can be little doubt. There 
1 seems to be little opposition except from 
die title companies, and the people have 
! been subjected to their impositions so 
long that opposition from such a source 
is really a help to the cause. 

Advocates of the Torrens land law arc 
pointing out the manifold advantages of 
this method of transferrin" real estate 
over the existing systems in California. 

Los Angeles county, for instance, 
they say. has an immense capital—more 
than $1,000.000—invested in the Hal! of 
Records, in which is housed a complete 
set of the public records compiled at 
the expense of the county. The county 
also pays out large sums annually for 
salaries to the recorder, and about 135 
employes who keep the public records 
up lo date. Under a system such as the 
Torrens law supporters urge for Cali¬ 
fornia. thev say the county would he 
enabled simply by keeping a Torrens 
certificate for each piece of property 
and noting thereon each lien and en¬ 
cumbrance as filed, and canceling the 
encumbrances when paid, to furnish cer¬ 
tificates of title direct to the owners of 
real estate. 

In other words, says the Torrens law 
advocates, the county possesses now 
practically all the equipment and organi¬ 
zation necessary to enable it to provide 
certificates of title which certify only 
that the “title of said property as it ap¬ 
pears from said (county) records is 
vested" in n certain individual or con¬ 
cern. 

Title insurance would be provided for 
under the Torrens statute in this w ay: 

\ nominal sum would be paid into the 
state to form an insurance fund which 
would soon grow to sufficient size to be 
•1 guarantee fund forever for all Tor¬ 
rens titles. This insurance fund would 
be paid only once, even though the land 
was transferred many times. 

While making a slow turn in front of 
the Mead-Gilliland office Thursday 
morning Wilbur Gilliland was treated I 
tn a sudden jolt when one of the front J 
axles of the Metz runabout which he I 
was driving snapped off. Auto sharks 
who examined the broken steel pro¬ 
nounced it a case of “crystallization,’’ 
And everybody said it was a lucky thing 
the break did not occur during a burst 
of speed. 


If the amount of storm water from the 
Sierra Madre range which flows into the 
ocean annually could be conserved it is 
probable that the T.os Angeles aqueduct 
might be dispensed with. Certainly a 
vast amount of unwatered territory in 
Southern California might he put under 
cultivation by its use. 

Every winter rain sees floods filling 
the empty arroyos and river beds to 
overflowing, sometimes getting beyond 
control and doing vast damage. Thous¬ 
ands of acres in the San Gabriel and 
other valleys arc untouched because of 
the uncertainty as to where the river 
channel will be after the next storm. 

I his waste 'if water and damage from 
floods constitute one of the really big 
problems of Southern California. The 
solution may cost millions. But “there’s 
millions in it.” 

Impounding the Water 

\\ hen anyone -peaks of impounding 
the storm water most people have vis¬ 
ions of an enormous dam and a vast 
reservoir created in some cattvon, with 
all the difficulties presented by the pe¬ 
culiar rock formations, faults and frac¬ 
tures in our mountains. But another 
method has been suggested from time 
to time and has in some cases been 
found effective. It may offer the so¬ 
lution of the whole matter. 

This method contemplates the distri¬ 
bution of the water over ihc debris cone 
at the mouth of each canyon that most 
of it will sink into the ground instead 
of running off in a narrow but con¬ 
stantly shifting channel. It simply 
means filling up the underground reser¬ 
voir. 

Something of this kind has already 
been done near San Bernardino and it 
lias been proposed for the Santa Anita 
wash east of Sierra Madre. Now it is 
also proposed for the riverbed at the 
month of San Gabriel canyon. C. M. 
Pedliy, a hydraulic engineer, in a re¬ 
cently published interview, discussed that 
situation in a manner w hich affords food 
for thought over the local situation. He 
said in part; 

Levees Are Unsafe 

“The proposed government and coun¬ 
ts plan of levees, excavating channels 
and nth, r improvements is bv no means 
a safe or final settlement of this diffi¬ 
cult question. There is no safety in the 
levee plan because the waters will eat 
through, overflow or break them, caus¬ 
ing enormous damage to adjacent lands. 
N’t r is their finality in the channels, bc- 
c.-r.'-i tluse will silt up and require con¬ 
tinual dredging. vcr. wherever

"Tar better than following thi- plan 
would be absorption of the flood waters 
into the debris cone and wash of the 
river, thus making it valuable for the 
pumping plants of the valley and saving 
at least 2000 miners’ inches of water, 
at a conservative estimate, for use in ir¬ 
rigating purposes. 

Let Water Be Absorbed 

" 1 here is plenty of land for use in 
this ibsorption process, the actual wash 
of the San Gabriel covering more than 
j 5000 ao re-, and there are that many 
1 more adjoining acres covered with noth- 
i big more than cactus, sage, sumach and 
other brush, uncultivated and uninhab- 
! bed, mostly cut up by old river channels 
j and filled with boulders. Finsbury San- 
] born, consulting engineer, found that 
one acre of wash at San Jacinto by 
| actual measurement would continuously 
absorb a stream of five second-feet of 
water. 

"According to the United States geo¬ 
logical survey, the highest flood water 
for the San Gabriel on one day during 
the past twenty years has been 12,500 
second-feet, which could have been ab¬ 
sorbed by 2500 acres. The highest mean 
flow for one month was 21(0 second-feet 
in March, 1900, and had this flow been 
evenly distributed, it could have been 
taken up by 432 acres. 

Dam at Head of River 
[ "1 he spread and absorption should 

take place at an elevation of about /o° 
j feet above sea, the water being then of 
much greater benefit than if allowed to 
I percolate at 200 feet because water is 
j much -career and more valuable at the 
j higher elevation. The works designed 
J to make effective such a plan should 
| also retain a bulk of the sand and mud 
within a mile or two of where the river 
1 debouches from the hills, thus deposit¬ 
ing new and valuable land over the boul¬ 
ders and gravel and making it as pro- 
duciiw a> the delta lands of the Nile, 
or closer home, of the Stockton and 
Sacramento rivers. 

"In order to accomplish all of these 
| thing-, it would be necessary to con- 
| struct a dam across the bed of the 
j wash, one about eight feet in height and 
| 1200 feet in length, which will back up 
I the water about (joo feet and form a 
j fair settling pool. A medium-sized flood 
would pour over this about six inches 
deep and 1200 feet wide, receiving 
equal distribution all over the wash in¬ 
stead of through a rushing torrent in a 
ten-foot channel. 

’" The cost of such a dam can be made 
very low. There are plenty of boulders 
! exceeding eight inches in diameter right 
i at hand. Secure heavy galvanized wire 
netting, such as it used in the rein¬ 
forcement of concrete floors, costing 
about a cents a square foot' Lay this 
I wire on the bed of the wash and then 
I pile on the boulders, the heavy ones 
j forming the exterior layers and the in¬ 
terior being filled with small stones. 
\\ hen thi- has reached the desired 
i height bring the wire over the sides, 

I tightly lacing thi-, so that the whole 
| forms a long net bag. Against the 
i water face 01 the dam shovel light 
gravel and sand in order to prevent 
| serious leakage. Each fifty feet of such 
j t dam would weigh 250 tons and would 
1 quite immovable by any San Gabriel 
; \ alley flood. Repairs could quickly and 
easily be made at any time. 

"In order to prevent the flow of the 
entire river into one place, the chan¬ 
nel could be split into some of the old 
channels the same as forking the fur¬ 
rows for irrigating. I11 the same man¬ 
ner that a farmer takes care of the 
’water when it is turned into bis fur- 
! rows, so a crew of men—1 should sug¬ 
gest the engineers anil crews of the 
surveying parties of the city or com- 
J panics interested in the project, who, 
during wet weather, are laid off—could 
readily take care of the course of the 
water and look after the levels of the 
dam if properly equipped. 

Cost Insignificant 

"When the first dam has been fully 
backed up by silt, a second and third 
can he constructed in similar manner, 
the third one eventually retaining 300,000 
cubic yards of sand and -ilt. which, in 
the present matter of conditions, must 
be dredged from the harbor at San 
Pedro at a great expense. If the county 
ibics not care to take up this plan I 
would suggest the formation of a pttb- 
j ic utilities corporation which should 
purchase the wash lands, reclaim them 
and ultimately sell them. 

"The cost of the work, according to 
its size, will range from $15,000 to 
$50,000. but from the standpoint of econ¬ 
omy, as compared with the other plan, 
this would be insignificant. If the work 
i- to be started ibis year, and is to bear 
any fruit at all, there is no time to lose 
m going ahead with it right away."

WISDOM FROM THE FAR PAST. 

Many centuries ago lived St. John 
Chrysostom, an early father of the 
Christian church nnd one of Its wisest 
and best. Ills name was John. The 
surname Chrysostom, which means 
“golden mouth,” wns given to him for 
his eloquent preaching. 

If you have never read the life of 
St John Chrysostom it will do you 
good to read it. It is a record almost 
unparalleled of zeal and earnestness In 
denouncing evil, of upholding righteous 
standards in the midst of corruption. 
It tells of a life lived for God through 
good and evil report, amidst privations 
nud injustice. 

For nearly twenty centuries the 
Christian church has had preachers, 
men who huve expounded with beauty 
the word of God. There has been only 
»ne Chrysostom. 

His "golden tongue” still preaches. 

Besides preuching and inveighing 
against the teachings of evil. Chrysos¬ 
tom wrote much. One of the best 
known of Ills writings has for Its text, 

"No one can harm the man who does 
not injure himself.” 

It was true In the time of Chrysos¬ 
tom. fifteen centuries ago. It was true 
before ills day. and It holds good now. 

Others may malign you, may seek to 
besmirch your name before men. They 
may injure your reputation perhaps. 

But your character they cannot 
touch. That no man cun harm hut 
yourself. 

In tile business of life, which is the 
making of a life rather than the mak¬ 
ing of a living, an Important part is 
tlie keeping of one’s own self respect 
and good opinion. The world may 
misjudge a man’s motives, may set ob¬ 
stacles in Ills path, may defraud him 
of his rights. For a time it may hin¬ 
der Ids progress toward the goal which 
lie knows to be worthy. Iir the end 
the righteous cause triumphs, but too 
late sometimes for the earthly Justifi¬ 
cation of the man who upheld It. 

But real. true, lasting injury enn 
come only to a man through Ills own 
misdeeds. Others may seek to harm 
him. but— 

"No one can harm the man who does 
not injure himself.”
